Far-Reaching Price Ceiling Order Being Readied By OPS 


WASHINGTON. April 
24— 
The Office of Price Stabiliza­ 
tion issues tonight a regula­ 
tion allowing an estimated 75,- 
dJvOO manufacturers new ceiling 
prices affecting 
most of the 
items sold in retail stores. 
Price Stabilizer Michael Di- 
Salle has said the order will 
“ largely be a rollback regula­ 
tion.” It will be the most far- 
reaching regulation sine® the 
general price freeze announc­ 
ed last Jan. 26. 
In essence it will allow man­ 


ufacturers to add to their pre- 
Korean selling prices portions 
of materials and labor cost in­ 
creases since last June. 
OPS Enforcement Director 
Edward P. Morgan disclosed, 
meanwhile, that “ m any” vio­ 
lations of meat and scrap steel 
regulations have been uncover­ 
ed in a six-city investigation. 
Mogan 
said 
he 
has 
not 
learned the total number of 
violations but said agents turn­ 
ed up 45 scrap steel irregular­ 


ities in Chicago in one morn­ 
ing. 
Some auto price violations 
also were discovered. Morgan 
said. 
Teams of e n f o r c e m e n t 
agents were sent last week to 
Chicago, Kansas City, Houston 
and Dallas, Tex., Omaha. Col­ 
umbus, 
and some 
areas 
of 
New Jersey to check reported 
violations of food, auto, and 
scrap regulations. Morgan said 
irregularities 
also 
were 
un­ 
covered in Miami. 


Additional thousands of man­ 
ufacturers will be affected by 
regulations covering machin­ 
ery, cotton textiles, and ap­ 
parel to be issued within a few 
days after the overall manu­ 
facturers’ order. 
OPS officials also plan to is­ 
sue this week, perhaps Thurs­ 
day, regulations setting ceil­ 
ings on beef from feed pen to 
meat counter. 
The general manufacturers 
order will cover p r o d u c t s 


which have not been handled 
by previous regulations, such 
as fats and oils, hides, coal, 
shortening 
and 
salad 
oils, 
soap, cotton, wool yards and 
fabrics, 
tallows 
and 
grease, 
petroleum, cottonseed oil, iron 
and steel 
scrap, 
autos, dry 
goods and groceries. 
Economic 
Stabilizer 
John­ 
ston may announce approval 
today of a six-cents an hour 
wage increase for one million 
non-operating 
railroad work­ 
ers. 


The 
increase, 
effective to 
April I, is provided under a 
cost-of-living clause in a wage 
contract negotiated 
by 
t h e

with 
15 non-operating 
railroad unions on March I 
and 
m a d e 
retroactive 
to 
Feb. I . 
The Army has been in con­ 
trol of most railroads since 
last August under a presiden­ 
tial seizure order.

cent pay raise be put into ef­ 
fect. The increase may appear 
in the final April pay checks of 
the non-operating rail workers.
